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PHYSICAL EXAMIUATIO!'! 

Patient is five feet, eight and a half inches tall and weighs one 
hundred and seventy pounds. He has fine, straight brown hair and is 
developing baldness. His eyes are brown, pupils react well. There 
are no finger trecors, fincjcmells are short end clean. Hands are 
dry, pulse Is 86, deep reflexes are so.T.ewhat overactive. 

Patient has a very alert expression. During the first day that 
the Examiner talked with hi:.-., pert ; ci: ; cr '. y when there were a number 
of people in the c-xaaining roc:.., he secned very tense and talked very 
rapidly and showed a great tendency toward discursiveness. It was 
hard to keep hlra on any one topic. However, when the Examiner talked 
with him alone or with Dr. Bromberg on the second day, he was rela- 
tively calm and it was much easier to keep him on target. 

SCHOOL HISTORY 

Patient says he thinks he must have been about five when he started 
school in Chicago. He went to several different school and failed 
several times. He thinl;s much of this was due to the fact that he was 
shifted around in various foster homes. He says that he truanted a 
great deal, often he didn't have the clothes to wear that would make 
him feel comfortable to go to school. He co.Tirr.ented , "As far as going 
to school was concerned I was very lax. I was much older than the 
others when I finished the eighth grade, I guess I must have been 
around seventeen." Patient went to the John Marshall High School but 
did not complete his first year. "Things were rough, that was in 
depression times and we never had the money for books and things. 1 
had learned to peddle by that time so I just c;uit." While in the 
Service he had some schooling as an Air Force mechanic. 

WORK HISTORY 

Patient says he has worked el! of his life as far as he can remember. 
He says when ho was eight or nine he began selling shopping bags on the 
street, particuier.y around the Christmas season. His sister, Eva, 
gives an interesting account of how he came to her one day when he was 
seven and she was nine and told her of his enterprise where he could 
buy shopping bags for a nickel and sell them for ten cents apiece. 
He stationed her on one corner and he was on the opposite corner. She 
says that at that time he had a much better conception, despite the 
fact that he was younger, in business matters than she did. Their 
father came along and found her doing this and slapped her and sent her 
home. The patient witnessed this and escaped. 

At the age of seventeen patient says "I tried to be an errand boy 
for a mail order house but 1 couldn't be regi-.ented. I couldn't get up 
in the morning." Accord i ng , to his brother, Sam, and sister, Eva, he 
lost one of his.ocrly jobs when he was sixteen or seventeen due to the 
fact that he got into a fist fight with the manager over some disagree- 
ment ana knocked the manager down. 

Patient says when he was seventeen or eighteen he started selling 
things at different sporting events and in theaters.

FAMILY HISTORY 

Father, Joseph Rubenstein, died in IS53 when eighty-nine. Patient 
frequently uses words in a curious way. He described his father as 
"exter.poraneous, 1 was the same wsvc" On another occasion he said, 
"l-ie was very belligerent, we were always ashamed. I am the same way, 
I blurt out, that's why I don't havo ulcers." According to the 
patient's sister, their home life was er, extremely turbulent one. 
The parents were separated most of the tir.e during a twenty-five year 
period. The father was born in Poland end came to this country 
between ISOO and IS04. He had been pressed into service in the Russian 
Army for a period of seven years. He was a very heavy drinker and 
was a carpenter. He told the children that his family had built 
churches in Poland for severe! generations. He was a domineering man 
and the children were ail frightened of him. He used to give them 
severe beatings with his hand. He t:as not a tall man but had a forty- 
four chest and was described as wiry. Eva was his favorite. He was a 
rather religious Jew, having a Hebrew teacher come to the house to 
train his three younger boys. Eva says, "It was the worst marriage 
you ever saw. My father was brutal. N'.y cother v;as roped into the 
marriage by her family. She was tho oldest girl. He'd go on drunks 
and we lived on insecurity." Patient says, "r!e v/es rarely paid for 
his work because he would got into argurr.ents - v; i th people before he was 
finished a job. He eiv.'ays wanted to hit people with a two by four or a 
crowbar. He hit me plenty of times. He broke one of my brother's 
fingers. He always accused us of taking tools from his toolbox. He 
used to go after my mother so she'd hide under the bed. They called 
each other the worst vulgar names. He used to call her a nafke (pros- 
titute) and she would accuse him of running around. V;e had to call 
the paddy wagon several times. But he was good-hearted, he never turned 
anybody down for food." The two older girls tried to keep the family 
together but the children were all taken Over by a Jewish child-caring 
agency and placed in foster homes. 

Mother, Fannie Rokofsky Rubenstein, died in 1944 when about sixty- 
eight. Slie was the daughter of a doctor end a midwife. She was 
described as a "gentle woman". She did a lot of hand sewing. V.'hen 
she was in her early sixties she was committed to the Elgin St ;e Hos- 
pital in Illinois because of an involutional depression. She .eft 
the Hospital after a period of months apparently in good health. The 
patient is said to have been her favorite, reportedly because she had 
such a difficult time in his labor. According to the sister, among 
the boys the patient was also the father's favorite. "My father 
always bragged about his fights, how he clobbered this or that guy." 

The sister, Eva, says that she sided with the father in the quarrels- 
with the mother and she stayed with him for a time after the separation 
but then was taken away bv the Jewish welfare aoencv. The three oldest 
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children stayed with the mother. Apperantly the ho^e was thoroughly 
disorganized. The mother would send Eve. to the father for money. He 
was supposed to pay $44 a week for the other children during part of 
the separation. He would generally give her $20. She says that fre- 
quently when her parents went out to wo.-k, she would pretend to go to 
school but would stay home. The pet i ent was put into several foster 
homes, one of them a farm at V.'oodstocI; , Illinois. 

Patient says his mother had red h.;lr, w.-s rother -lump. "She was 
always very apologetic, always had an Inferiority complex because she 
couldn't talk English. She was e good mo-cher, she was wholesome. She 
would take care of us kids with the little that she had." Patient says 
he thinks he was her favorite because of the fact that one day he 
found a dollar in a butcher shop and brought it to her. He says he 
does not know wh .xher she could read o.- write Yiddish. He was quite 
affected by her death. "1 ss i d to mysif that I didn't want to ever 
forget her passing, what she meant to me. That was the first experience 
with death in the family."

Patient says in recent years he has bein sending her money 
because he doesn't think a person in her stage of life should have 

to worry too much about finances. 

3. Marian Carroll, fifty-seven, is divorced. She is said to have 
kept the family together. "She's not good-looking, she's so emotional. 
We never showed our gratitude to her, we took her for granted. We 
felt ciose but she is more inclined to love us than we are to love 
her. She worked for the government for more than twenty years." 

4. Eva L. Grant, fifty-four, has been twice divorced. She has one 
son who is living in the far V.'est. She is described as "temperamental 
and belligerent. I have been close to her, not that I wanted to be. 
Wherever I went 1 couidn't shake her, I had a little problem with her 
recently, I had to slap her. She is infatuated with the Vegas Club 
that she has oeen running for me for four or five years. She thought 

I wanted to get rid of it and we lost the good band indirectly through 
her. J got very belligerent with her. Onc^ ! ivas driving and had 
one of my other sisters and her two childrs.-, in the car too, and Eva 
insisted that I knew someone that I knew I did not ever know, but she 
kept on saying it. 1 got so excited I swerved the car. That was four 
or five months ago. a woman can do that. I wanted to drop the subject. 
My other sister got so upset she went back home with her children. I n- 
was sorry erter I done it."

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Patient Ecys that he was awaicened early that morning by the tele- 
phone call from the girl who wanted a $25 draw on her salary. She 
asked hin . hether he wanted her to come over to his apartment. Patient 
remarkea, "I think she lives with s pimp. She's supposed to be married 
to him, and I didn't want her to know my apartment, so 1 told her I 
would send it to her by Vies .em Union. I left. I had all my money on 
me so I took my pistol. V.'hen I left hoir.e I talked to a neighbor next 
door about some fences, then drove down the Freeway and changed my 
course to go over to the Industrial Building and then on to Main Street 
so I'd be closer to the wreatr.s that had been laid out in honor of the 
President. On my way to V.'estern Union I see a lot of people gathered 
down at the ramp at the police station. I mace an illegal left turn. 
It was Sunday end as a rule there are not many police watching. _1 was 
not in any hurry but there wSi no traffic ccirinc and I am known for 
doing little crazy things. 1 went to v.'estern Union and sent the money. 
I hac parked the car with the dog in it and as 1 came out curiosity got 
the best of me. i wanted to see what was going on. 1 was only about 
a third of a block away. . noticed a policeman guiding an automobile 
out of the City Hall so I walked down and there was nobody around me 
and sudcenly out of the elevator or whatever it was 1 see this vicious 
person, this animal. If I had had to pay for a parking ticket where 1 
parked my car it would never have happened. 1 thought maybe Henry V/ade 
or Captciin Fritz was talking to the newsmen after the transfer of Cs^vald 
was over. 1 thought I might get c. scoop for my friends at the radio 
station, but i saw Oswald. He had a very smiricy, cunning, vicious look 
like an animal, like a Communist. I thought , might be looking at a 
rat. I don't recall if 1 s;;d, 'You k i . 1 ec my President', or i f 1 
said anything. I don't rece.i if he said anytning." 

Patient was then asked why he didn't shoot more than once. He said, 
"They grabbed my hand. After they brought me upstairs in the elevator 
I f el t 're I i eved. 1 don't remember just how they wrestled me to the 
floor. 1 think I said, 'You don't have to beat my brains out, I am 
Jack Ruby.' It flashed through my mind, 'Why are all these guys jump- 
ing on me?' I am very known person witn the police and with everybody 
else. 1 am not somebody who is a screwball." 

'.vhen asked what impelled him to shoot, he replied, "1 don't know. 
Here is a vicious animal -- and what the world has lost. I went crazy. 
I didn't tnink what could happen to me." He was asked whether the 
police said anything after he shot and he said, "I don't know, I think 
before 1 went to the ground a cop said, 'Jack, you rat'.'' 

Patient was questioned further about his feelings in regard to the 
Bernard V.'eisman advertisement and what he could have done about it. 
He said, " i thought 1 couid get ahold of Gordon K'.cLennon. He had gone 
on the radio about such things. The fact that he was a Jewish man was 
a big thing. I thought maybe he was associated with the ■.Varren poster." 
When asked what he thought the significance of tne black border was, he 
sale he didn't realize it had a black border, somebody later pointed 
that Out. 

.■/htn questioned about his attitude toward other Presidents, he said 
very strongly about Roosevelt's death. '^V.'hen he c 1 ed I cried 
lit... a Unhv." I'.'hen asked what he thought of Truman, he said, "Later on 
.•i.j ;;rov.-,: to be a very good President but there wasn't a lot of senti- 

fr.T a I i t V .vitii him, Kennedy's family was the happiest family we ever 
ru-; i:-. .vr. if,- House." 
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.ihen esked what he thought was behind Oswald's behavior, he said, 
"From what : heard about hi.-,; he defectio to Russia and he was closely 
tied to Cuba. V.'het surprised ms was th;.t he was in the Service. In 
other words, I don't evin bother about him. Here's such an insignifi- 
cant man who disposes of a men of such great richness, such a great 
humanitarian. He was a mechanical thing who disposed of somebody so 
great. 1 can't explain it.'"' 

The Examiner then asited, "'3o you ever think of Oswaid's iv I f e and 
chilcren*" At this c,uestion the pfcisnt looked c;uite shocked and hurt 
anc replied, "Kow, yo^. make me remorsc-ful. I don't know how to answer 
tr.^t." 

There seems to be no feeiing of gu i i t whatever on the patient's part 
about the siaying of Oswald, He seems to feel that it was some agent 
Outside of himself that carried out the act, and that Oswald was really 
not human. It was only when he was questioned about Oswald's wife 
and children that he was unable to use his defense of denial, that the 
man was not a resi human being.

Patient wab questioned about whether he had ever engaged in any gun- 
running to Cuba. He said, ~' ! .-.as alv/ays an opportunist. When Castro 
firbi came in he was consicareo a hero and 1 thought maybe I could make 
a ceo I in selling jeeps to Cuoa. He was still a hero at the time, his 
brothier was the first one to t_rn. Steve Allen and Jack Paar and Jake 
Garvey's son were all interested then in making deals with him. 1 had 
been associated with a very high type person, but a gambler, Mack 
iv i 1 I ie, who ran a club in Cuba, so i went there for eight or ten days. 
I learned a lot from ^',r. ; learned how to eat and dress. He 

loo>,s like a banker. V.'hen 1 went to Cuba i wouldn't let it be known 
here because a lot of rough guys come to my joint and if they knew 1 
wasn't around they wouid break it up. 1 had once loaned Kr. Willie 
a little money. The finer things of ■ i f a 1 [earned from him. He sent 
me tickets to Cuba -- think of it -- a men like that sending me tickets. 

1 took with me a picture of a ...r^ Fox taken with a girl in Dallas that 
1 wanted to show to Mr. Vi 1 I I i e and tney held me for hours. It seems 
that the Fox people had been in with Batista." Patient says that he 
got quite frightened in Cube. In one cab he felt sure they were going 
to roll him so he jumped out of the cab. 

The patient expressed soma strange ideas about the drug Preludin, 
which is used in dieting, and which, in most individuals, produces 
little or no sensations. Patient said, i t makes you a positive thinker 
you don't have any inferiority, your refiexes are great." He says he 
took this drug on the morning of Ivovar.ber twenty-f ourtn . He had taken 
Amoar, an amphetamine drug, some years before. He said that he would 
get drugs gratis from detail men from the drug house who were patrons 
of his clu^s. He also too^ C.R.D., whicn ore puts in coffee. he 
remarked, "I am a very vain person. i thought .t mace my hair deter- 
iOi-ote so I stopped it." This apparently is some mecication which 
coats, the stoma-.' ana satisfies hunopi-. H.- fo|t -n--,- - i - 1 , rn- r-.-. 
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iOrt of stimulating effect. "It keeps you from laying down and wanting 
to take a nap. It takes out your procrast i nat i or. ." 

Patient says that toward the end of ;:ovember he was under great 
r.train. He wasn't feeling wei! physically. One of the bands had quit. 
"It wasn't ecsy tc take care of these girls, they are crazy anyway, 
and 1 hod the prooiem of paying xhe excise tax, but Preludin helped me 
to be able to handle all of this." 

He says if ho cor.-;blncc "rc i uc ! r. .vitr, liquor "It r.akes me nasty and 
very argumentative." If he cc.-.cinec liquor with C.i^.D. "1 don't cere 
about things." He volunteereo, "1 am very sadistic when I am handling 
people who want to tear my head off, -- if somebody cuts at me. This 
is a very hor. icida! town." 

The patient had in his pocket a small picture of the late President 
with a black border and Christian prayers on the other side. He 
looked at this on a couple of occasic.-.i iind tears welled up in his 
eyes. Once c„.-ing the interview the patient said, "I am one of the 
most colorfu. persons you ever .Tjet and 1 went with the most gorgeous 
girls in town. This girl, i^llci ;\ichols, had so much character and 
so much class, she thought I'd be sor-ebocy . " At this point patient 
said, "nil the Police De;jzrz::.e-z loved ,T.e." 

He expressed great sensitiveness to the Bernard V.'eisman advertise- 
ment "because it was detrimental to my people. We are always the 
scapegoat. I thought General vJalker might be behind it."
